I would respectfully call your attention to your memorandum of gold bullion No. 1025 
issued Nov. 30th inst. Before melting this shipment weighed (as shown by your memorandum & 
which corresponded with our weights here) 166.75 or after milling your weight was 142.46 or 
making a loss of over 24 or in treatment; there was only $6.00 in silver returned say 12 oz: we 
have since (two days after above shipment) sent the same gold to you & the loss before & after 
milling was less than 8 oz on amt. same amt. & sent some to Denver & the percentage of loss 
was even less. Will you kindly investigate this matter personally & let me hear from you.
